The  world  has  changed  a  lot  in  the  22  or  so  years  since  the 
Class  of  1992  was  born.  Some  important  events  in  their  lives 
include  their  birth,  entering  kindergarten,  entering  junior  high 
school,  graduation  from  high  school,  and  of  course,  graduation 
from  Denison.  Here  are  some  of  the  more  memorable  events 
which  occurred  in  the  world  around  them  during  those  22 


1969-70:  Class  of  92  Enters  The  World 


The  end  of  the  1960's  and  the 
beginning  of  the  1970's 
meant  for  many  the  trans- 
formation from  a  decade  of  turbulence 
and  social  awareness  to  one  of  a  more 
calm,  "me-generation"  type  of  atmos- 
phere. 

Many  notable  events  occurred  dur- 
ing the  year.  Former  President  and 
World  War  II  hero  Dwight  D.  Eisen- 
hower died,  and  so  did  French  leader 
General  Charles  DeGaulle.  John  V. 
Lindsay  won  a  surprise  re-election  as 
mayor  of  New  York  City,  and  1 969  was 
the  year  in  which  Charles  Manson  and 
his  followers  stunned  the  nation  as  he 
and  his  "family"  conducted  the  famous 
Tate-LaBianca  murders  in  the  Holly- 
wood HUls. 

The  year  also  saw  the  beginning  of 
the  deescalation  of  American  forces  in 
Vietnam  and  the  death  of  Communist 
leader  Ho  Chi  Minh.  Many  non- 
aggression  pacts  were  signed  by  the  So- 
viet Union  and  European  nations,  and 
President  Nixon  visited  several  Eastern 
Bloc  nations-  the  first  visit  by  a  Pres- 
ident to  Communist  countries  since 


World  War  II.  A  S.A.L.T.  conference 
was  held  between  the  U.S.  and  the  So- 
viets during  the  year,  as  well. 

The  year  saw  the  President's  sugges- 
tion of  the  creation  of  an  Environmen- 
tal Protection  Agency.  And  of  course, 
April  4,  1970  was  the  day  on  which 
four  people  were  killed  by  troops  caUed 
in  to  quell  protest  at  Kent  State  Uni- 
versity. 

In  entertainment  news,  the  year  saw 
the  break-up  of  the  Beatles,  and  the 
deaths  of  Jimi  Hendrix  and  Janis  Jop- 
lin.  "Love  means  never  having  to  say 
you're  sorry"-  became  a  part  of  popular 
culture,  and  movies  such  as  "Easy  Rid- 
er" and  "Midnight  Cowboy"  breathed 
controversy  and  rebellion  into  the  cin- 
ema. "Hair"  was  the  hottest  thing  on 
Broadway,  and  "Laugh-In"  was  the 
most  popular  show  on  television.  In 
addition,  a  dairy  farm  in  Bethel,  New 
York  played  host  to  Woodstock-  a  cel- 
ebration of  music,  peace,  and  love. 

In  sports,  Bobby  Orr  led  the  Boston 
Bruins  to  the  Stanley  Cup,  Rod  Laver 
won  the  Grand  Slam  in  tennis,  the 
Mets  took  the  World  Series,  and  the 
Kansas  City  Chiefs  clinched  the  Super 
Bowl.

Now  halfway  through  the 
70's,  the  1960's  seemed 
Hke  a  distant  memory  as 
President  Nixon  had  been  replaced 
by  the  only  man  never  to  have  been 
elected  to  the  Presidency  (as  Vice- 
President  or  otherwise),  and  gas 
prices  and  the  national  economy 
sank  American  spirits  nationwide. 

The  year  saw  two  attempts  on 
President  Ford's  life  at  the  hands  of 
Lynn  "Squeaky"  Fromme  and  Sara 
Jane  Moore,  and  Jimmy  Hoffa  dis- 
appeared. Patty  Hearst  was  captured 
nearly  two  years  after  having  been 
kidnapped  by  the  Symbionese  Lib- 
eration Army  and  convicted  of 
armed  robbery,  and  New  York  City 
was  on  the  brink  of  bankruptcy. 

1976  was  the  first  year  in  which 
consumers  were  asked  in  secret  taste 
tests  whether  they  preferred  Coke  or 
Pepsi,  and  mood  rings,  sportswear 
and  polyester  pantsuits  were  popu- 
lar, as  were  the  colors  red,  white  and 
blue,  as  the  country  prepared  to  cel- 
ebrate the  bicentennial. 

In  entertainment  news,  "Jaws" 
was  the  big  thing  at  the  box  office  in 
1975  as  people  were  told  to  "never 
go  in  the  water  again."  "Shampoo" 
starring  Warren  Beatty  was  a  big 
draw  at  theaters,  and  "One  Flew 
Over  The  Cuckoo's  Nest"  with  Jack 
Nicholson  took  home  Oscars  for 
Best  Picture,  Actor,  Actress  and  Di- 
rector. As  1976  emerged,  important 


films  such  as  "All  The  President's 
Men"  and  "Taxi  Driver"  opened  to 
favorable  reviews. 

In  music,  disco  was  becoming 
enormously  popular  as  groups  such 
as  K.C.  &  The  Sunshine  Band  and 
the  Bee  Gees  topped  the  charts.  Paul 
McCartney  toured  for  the  first  time 
in  ten  years,  and  Elton  John  was  the 
most  popular  male  artist  around. 
Also  in  1975,  a  young  singer  from 
New  Jersey  named  Bruce  Spring- 
steen made  history  by  appearing  on 
the  covers  of  "Time"  and 
"Newsweek"  during  the  same  week. 
John  Denver,  Stevie  Wonder,  and 
Peter  Frampton  were  also  enjoying  a 
great  amount  of  success  at  the  time, 
and  everyone  was  doing  "The  Hus- 
tle." 

"All  in  the  Family"  was  the  most 
popular  show  on  television  for  the 
fifth  year  in  a  row,  while  series  such 
as  "Happy  Days,"  "Laverne  and 
Shirley"  and  "Charlie's  Angels" 
were  making  their  debuts. 

In  sports,  Pete  Rose  and  the  Cin- 
cinnati Reds  triumped  in  the  World 
Series,  the  Celtics  won  in  the  N.B.A 
tournament,  and  Pittsburgh  beat 
Dallas  in  Super  Bowl  X.  The 
Olympics  showcased  two  young 
women,  Dorothy  Hamill  in  figure 
skating  and  Nadia  Comaneci  in  gym- 
nastics, while  Jack  Nicklaus  won  his 
fifth  Masters  during  the  year.  Bjom 
Borg  and  Chris  Evert  won  at  Wim- 
bledon.

■  he  1980's  have  become 
M  known  as  a  decade  of  greed 
and  prosperity,  but  early  in 
the  decade,  this  was  not  necessarily 
true  as  an  unemployment  report  in 
October  1982  declared  that  the  na- 
tion's unemployment  rate  had 
reached  1 0. 1  %-  the  highest  since  the 
end  of  the  Great  Depression. 

In  the  summer  of  1 982,  Great  Brit- 
ain regained  control  of  the  Falkland 
Islands  and  Alexander  Haig  resigned 
as  Secretary  of  State.  In  the  fall,  Pres- 
ident Leonid  Brezhnev  of  the  Soviet 
Union  died  in  Moscow  and  there 
was  a  scare  among  the  American 
public  as  cyanide  contamination  of 
Tylenol  capsules  resulted  in  seven 
deaths  in  the  Chicago  area.  In  med- 
ical news,  the  first  heart  transplant 
was  received  by  Barney  Clark  and 
doctors  uncovered  a  new  illness  in 
homosexual  communities  with  no 
known  cure-  AIDS.  And  Sally  Ride 
became  the  first  U.S.  woman  in 
space  as  part  of  a  mission  on  the 
space  shuttle  Challenger. 

Hollywood  experienced  its  biggest 
summer  to  date  in  1982  as  "E.T." 
opened  to  become  the  largest  gros- 
sing film  of  all  time.  Also  released 
during  the  year  were  "Rocky  III," 
"Poltergeist,"  "Porky's"  and  "An 
Officer  and  A  Gentleman." 

Video  games  became  a  massive 


addiction  for  teenagers-  especially 
Pac-Man  and  Donkey  Kong.  Nike 
sneakers  and  Jordache  jeans  were 
popular  among  teenagers,  and  the 
Rubik's  Cube  became  an  obsessive 
brain  teaser  for  the  country. 

In  television,  "Cheers"  and 
"Family  Ties"  both  began  successful 
runs  on  NBC,  while  M*A*S*H 
ended  its  run  on  the  tube  with  the 
greatest  single  audience  ever 
recorded  in  history. 

And  in  music,  MTV  was  celebrat- 
ing its  one-year  anniversary  while 
revolutionizing  the  industry.  British 
groups  such  as  Duran  Duran,  A 
Flock  of  Seagulls,  Human  League, 
Dexy's  Midnight  Runners  and  Hair- 
cut 100  used  the  new  medium  to 
start  their  careers,  while  the  Go- 
Go's,  Men  At  Work,  and  John  Cou- 
gar also  broke  through  during  the 
year.  Michael  Jackson  prepared  for 
the  success  that  was  to  emerge  from 
the  release  of  his  "Thriller"  album  in 
December  of  1982,  as  did  Def  Lep- 
pard  with  the  release  of 
"Pyromania"  in  the  spring  of  1983. 

In  sports  the  champions  were  the 
76'ers,  the  Cardinals  and  the  Island- 
ers, while  a  strike  by  the  NFL  re- 
duced their  playing  season  to  just 
nine  games.  Tennis  was  dominated 
by  Jimmy  Connors  and  Martina 
Navratilova,  and  golfer  Tom  Watson 
won  his  first  U.S.  Open.

1987-88:  The  First  Graduation 


With  President  Reagan  in 
his  second  term  of  of- 
fice, the  Class  of  1992 
graduated  from  hi^  school  as  the  Class 
of  1988  with  expectations  for  a  bright 
future. 

The  year  1 987  marked  the  200th  an- 
niversary of  the  United  States  Consti- 
tution. Bernard  Goetz  was  acquitted  of 
attempted  murder  charges  stemming 
from  a  New  York  subway  incident, 
while  18-month  old  Jessica  McClure 
was  rescued  after  falling  into  an  aban- 
doned well.  On  October  19,  1987,  the 
Dow  Jones  Industrial  Average  experi- 
enced its  greatest  fall  ever,  plunging 
508  points  during  one  business  day. 
Both  Robert  Bork  and  Douglas  Gin- 
sburg  failed  as  Reagan  appointees  to 
the  Supreme  Court-  the  first  rejected, 
the  second  resigned.  Anthony  Kennedy 
was  finally  confirmed  in  early- 1988. 
Presidents  Reagan  and  Gorbachev 
signed  the  historic  INF  treaty  reducing 
long-range  nuclear  weapons,  and 
George  Bush  and  Michael  Dukakis  re- 
ceived the  Republican  and  Democratic 
nominations  for  the  1988  Presidential 
race. 

In  entertainment  news,  the  biggest 
splash  of  the  year  was  made  by  the 
films  "Dirty  Dancing"  and  "Fatal  At- 
traction." Attraction's  star  Michael 
Douglas  was  also  featured  in  "Wall 
Street,"-  a  film  which  adequately 
played  out  the  financial  corruption 
prevalent  in  the  1980's.  He  received 
the  Best  Actor  Oscar  for  his  perfor- 
mance in  that  film,  while  Cher  nabbed 
one  for  hers  in  "Moonstruck."  Also 
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popular  were  "Throw  Momma  From 
The  Train,"  "Beverly  Hills  Cop  11"  and 
"The  Untouchables." 

Television  saw  the  continuation  of 
NBC's  powerhouse  Thursday  night  of 
"The  Cosby  Show,"  "Family  Ties," 
"Cheers,"  "Night  Court"  and  "L.A. 
Law,"  as  well  as  the  debut  of  the 
"Oprah  Winfrey  Show,"  and 
"thirtysomething."  The  introduction 
of  "people  meters"  into  homes  helped 
the  networks  to  get  more  accurate  rat- 
ings on  shows,  as  advertising  dollars 
fell  as  a  result  of  the  infiltration  of 
cable  and  VCR's  into  American  homes. 

In  music,  compact  discs  finally  be- 
gan to  make  a  dent  in  the  recording 
market.  Michael  Jackson's  "Bad"  de- 
buted at  No.  1  on  the  music  charts, 
while  U2,  Madonna,  the  Beastie  Boys 
and  Genesis  reigned  over  the  pop-rock 
world.  Comebacks  during  the  year  in- 
cluded ex-Beatle  George  Harrison,  the 
Grateful  Dead,  Aerosmith  and  Def 
Leppard,  and  "I  Want  Your  Sex"  by 
George  Michael  played  throughout 
dance  clubs. 

In  sports,  the  Washington  Redskins 
won  the  Super  Bowl,  the  Minnesota 
Twins  took  the  World  Series,  the 
Lakers  beat  the  Pistons  in  the  N.B.A., 
and  Steffi  Graf  became  only  the  fifth 
player  to  take  the  Grand  Slam  in  ten- 
nis. In  the  Olympic  games,  Greg  Lou- 
ganis,  Florence  Griffith-Joyner,  and 
Brian  Boitano  all  captured  gold  metals 
for  the  U.S.,  while  spectators  witnessed 
speedskater  Dan  Jansen's  failed  at- 
tempt to  medal  following  his  sister's 
death  from  cancer.

■  he  year  leading  up  to  the 
m.  graduation  of  the  Class  of 
1992  from  Denison  show- 
cased some  of  the  most  promising 
and  most  disconcerting  events  in  re- 
cent history. 

As  the  Republican  party  contin- 
ued to  dominate  American  politics, 
the  world  saw  the  promise  of  peace 
as  the  war  in  the  Persian  Gulf  came 
to  a  close.  Following  the  collapse  of 
communism  in  Europe,  democracies 
began  to  spring  up  in  their  place. 
Arms  talks  with  the  leaders  from  the 
former  Soviet  Union  increased  the 
hope  of  erasing  the  scare  of  nuclear 
warfare  from  the  minds  of  the 
world's  citizens. 

On  the  other  hand,  as  things  got 
better  in  regards  to  foreign  affairs, 
there  were  many  problems  and  con- 
troversies on  the  homefront.  Two  tri- 
als captured  the  attention  of  Amer- 
ica. In  one,  William  Kennedy  Smith 
was  acquitted  of  rape  charges  which 
helped  to  further  blemish  the  family 
name,  and  in  the  other,  Clarence 
Thomas  was  chosen  to  fill  a  vacant 
seat  on  the  Supreme  Court,  but  only 
after  being  tried  on  charges  of  sexual 
harrassment  of  a  co-worker,  Anita 
Hill.  Unemployment  rose  to  its 
highest  levels  since  1 982  and  Donald 
Trump  went  from  riches  to  rags. 
AIDS  became  more  of  an  apparent 
threat  than  ever  before  as  stars  such 
as  Freddie  Mercury  died  from  it,  and 
L.A.  Laker  Magic  Johnson  disclosed 
that  he  was  carrying  the  virus.  David 
Duke,  a  former  member  of  the  Ku 
Klux  Klan,  ran  for  governor  of  Lou- 
isiana and  lost,  while  H.  Ross  Perot 
entered  the  race  for  the  Presidency, 
proving  to  be  the  most  challenging 
independent  candidate  since  Teddy 
Roosevelt  in  1912.  Hostage  Terry 
Anderson  was  freed  from  captivity 
after  nearly  seven  years,  and  just  a 
week  before  graduation,  the  night- 
mares of  Watts  were  relived  as  the 
country  witnessed  riots  in  Los  An- 
geles following  the  acquittal  of  four 


police  officers  in  the  beating  of  Rod- 
ney King. 

In  entertainment  news,  serious 
themes  dominated  the  movies  as 
films  such  as  "The  Silence  of  the 
Lambs,"  "Cape  Fear"  and  "The 
Hand  That  Rocks  The  Cradle,"  were 
thrillers  which  performed  well  at  the 
box  office,  while  "J.F.K."  and 
"Bugsy"  both  dealt  with  historical 
figures.  Of  course  there  were  also 
action-adventure  successes  such  as 
"Terminator  2"  with  Arnold 
Schwarzenegger  and  "Robin  Hood" 
with  Kevin  Costner,  while  female- 
dominated  films  like  Barbra 
Streisand's  "The  Prince  of  Tides" 
and  the  action-comedy  "Thelma  and 
Louise"  also  did  well  in  theaters. 
"Jungle  Fever"  by  Spike  Lee,  and 
"New  Jack  City"  showed  notable 
work  by  ethnic  filmmakers. 

In  music,  just  about  anything 
could  be  considered  mainstream- 
rock,  heavy  metal,  alternative,  coun- 
try, blues.  The  music  charts  saw  it 
all.  R.E.M.  was  perhaps  the  biggest 
success  story  of  the  year  with  the  CD 
"Out  of  Time,"  while  three  albums 
by  country  singer  Garth  Brooks 
dominated  the  top  ten  for  a  string  of 
four  months.  New  CD's  were  re- 
leased by  Michael  Jackson,  Def  Lep- 
pard.  Van  Halen,  Guns  N'  Roses, 
Bryan  Adams,  The  Black  Crowes, 
U2  and  Bruce  Springsteen,  while  the 
most  popular  new  acts  included  Nir- 
vana, P.M.  Dawn,  Jesus  Jones,  and 
EMF. 

In  sports,  the  Chicago  Bulls  swept 
the  N.B.A.,  the  Washington  Red- 
skins won  the  Super  Bowl.  Courier 
and  Seles  dominated  tennis,  al- 
though Jimmy  Connors  U.S.  Open 
performance  was  most  memorable, 
and  the  Pittsburgh  Penguins  and 
Minnesota  Twins  took  the  Stanley 
Cup  and  World  Series,  respectively. 
In  the  Winter  Olympics,  Kristi 
Yamaguchi,  Bonnie  Blair,  and  Al- 
berto Tomba  all  gave  memorable 
performances  en  route  to  the  gold.

The  Denison  University  Recycling  Program,  under  the  lead- 
ership of  Seniors  Matthew  Harvey  and  Micah  Thompson, 
had  an  eventful  1991-92  school  year.  According  to  a  Har- 
vard/Rutgers study,  DURP  ranks  fifth,  per  capita,  of  all  student-run 
recycling  programs  in  the  nation.  The  group  could  never  have 
achieved  such  a  position  without  the  recycling  efforts  of  the  Denison 
community. 

DURP  celebrated  Recycling  Week,  October  13-20.  Although

With  in- 
volvement by  both  students  and 
faculty,  people  with  unfortunate 
problems  ranging  from  alcohol- 
ism and  drug  abuse  to  date  rape 
have  outlets  where  they  can  turn 
to  find  solutions  and  a  helping 
hand  in  coping  with  such  situ- 
ations. 

The  Peer  Advisory  Network  is 
a  group  of  students  who  have 
been  educated  about  drugs  and 
alcohol  so  that  they  may  help 
students  who  fall  victim  to  the 
negative  effects  of  these  sub- 
stances. Spreading  the  dangers 
of  substance  abuse  with  infor- 
mation sessions  and  rehearsed 
skits  in  residence  halls  on  cam- 
pus, the  group  serves  as  an  ef- 
fective branch  between  those 
students  who  might  have  a  prob- 
lem, but  do  not  feel  comfortable 


confronting  the  issue  by  way  of 
their  elders.

One  of  the  positive  changes  I  have  expe- 
rienced this  year  is  a  renewed  sense  of  in- 
volvement of  students  in  the  affairs  of  the 
University.

September  13,  1991  will  live  in  infamy  for  Denfscm  students  <m  campus  at  the  time.  Students  were  ticked-off  about  a 
number  of  things,  eind  things  really  hit  the  fan. 
The  whole  incident  started  when  Senior  Anne  Moelk  wrote  into  The  Bullsheet  concerning  rumours  sAxmt  future  cuts  in 
spending  for  intercollegiate  athletics  at  Denison.  Tension  was  high,  and  it  seemed  in  the  next  few  days  that  everyone  found 
something  they  did  not  like  about  the  way  things  were  being  handled  on  campus.  Cited  as  a  lack  of  communicaticHi  between 
students  and  administration,  EKDGA  President  Rich  Yashewski  put  a  note  in  student  mailboxes  announcing  a  forum  so  that 
people  could  voice  their  concerns.  What  started  as  a  smeiU  meeting  sweDed  into  a  gatfiering  of  700  irate  students  facing-off 
against  the  administraticwi-  notably  President  Myers. 

People  did  not  like  the  Marriott  Foai  Service.  The  fact  that  many  people  found  it  difficult  to  schedule  all  of  the  classes  they 
wanted  at  the  time  they  wanted  was  a  problem  for  many.  The  administraticm  was  blamed  for  supposed  sneaky  maneuvering 
during  the  summer  months.  People  accused  the  administration  of  trying  to  eliminate  the  Greek  system.  Anger  was  expressed 
about  alcohol  policy  and  the  lack  of  "social  eJtematives"  at  Denison.  Housing  was  a  concern.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  anything  and 
everything  became  a  concern  as  things  got  out  of  hand.  A  small  forum  turned  into  a  three-hour  attack  on  the  administration. 
Things  seemed  bleak.  But,  surprisingly,  things  got  better. 

As  the  yeeir  progressed  communication  got  better.  More  students  got  invdved.  Differences  and  confusion  was  worked  out. 
Both  sides  of  the  story  were  presented,  and  change  occurred.  Hard  feelings  have  softened,  and  in  the  end  it  Icxks  as  though  the 
Swasey  Sweatout  might  not  have  been  such  a  bad  thing  afterall.
